The statement read to the press 


on behalf of the premier declared 
that "without verbal manifestations 
"without

and 
without vain 
provocations" 


the nation has reinforced its' de- 
fenses "to guarantee the frontiers 
of France and Its empire against 
surprise." 


The premier added that France 


would go to the aid of Rumania 
if that Balkan kingdom consider- 
ed her vital Interests in Jeopardy. 


It declared the French govern- 


ment attached "the greatest Im- 
portance" 
to prevention of any 


modification 
by force or '"the 


menace of force" of the status 
quo in the Mediterranean Sea or 
the Balkan peninsula. 
'He added that the French gov- 
ernment was continuing the nec- 
essary diplomatic action for main- 
tenance of peace and strengthen- 
ing of the solidarity which "should 
unite all contrles resolved to pre- 
eerve their liberty" In the face 
of a common peril. 


Daladier said protection of "all 


French interests direct or indirect 
and France's alliances" remained 
the government's "duty and de- 
sire." 


Meanwhile France strengthened 


her land, sea and air forcces and 
co-ordinated them with Britain's 
to bolster their "halt Hitler and 
Mussolini" campaign.

ton payment of 2c per pound on 
the average normal yield would 
be computed on the basis of the 
cotton allotment, irrespective of 
the acreage planted for harvest 
In 1939 If normal operations are 
carried out on the farm." 
E. N. Holmgren, administrative 
officer of the AAA at the state 
office la quoted as saying that 
"Judging from the wire they as- 
sumed that producers would be 
paid on their cotton acreage al- 
lotment regardless of .whether any 
cotton Is planted In 1939, provid- 
ing farming operations were car- 
ried out on the farm." 


"We consider this change of 


much importance to our farm- 
ers," 
Keeling continued, "Many 


of them do not care to plant 80 
per cent, and In some cases any, 
of their alloted acres to cotton, 
and they can now' plant this land 
to feed crops and will get full 
pay."

ported the worst of the cold snap 
was over but that no real balmy 
weather was In sight. 
Extensive damage

the night in Vlncennes, Ind., fruit 
bolt. 
Northwest Arkansas fruit grow- 
ers feared apples, grapes and ber- 
ries already in bloom had been 
injued by the unseasonably low 
temperatures. 
Big 
lettuce and 
onion crops on Long Island, New 
York, were similarly threatened. 
More than a score of states 


shivered In freezing temperatures. 
Wisconsin, Minnesota and the Da- 
kotds, with readings near zero, 
were the coldest spots. Snow fell 
In several states, notably Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, 
Connecticut, Ver- 


mont and Upstate New York.

OF 32 CENTS BE JUST 


TRIAL COURT VERDICT RE- 
VERSED AND COMMISSION 


INJUNCTION DISSOLVED 


AUSTIN, April 12.—(*) 


—The 
Austin 
Court 
of 


Civil Appeals today again 
held for the State in the 
Railroad Commission's suit 
to reduce the gas rate of 
the Lone Star Gas Com- 
pany. 


The court held a rate of 32 
cents per 1,000 cubic feet set by 
.the commission was. "Just, reason- 
able, non-conftscntory 
and 
valid 


In every respect." 


It reversed a judgment of the 
trial court and dissolved an In- 
junction ngnlnst the commission. 


The case has been In litigation 
'for 
yearn. 
Approximately 27U 
'cities and towns are affected. 
Last year the court of civil ap- 
peals took the same action and 
was reversed by the United States 
supreme court. 
"We conclude the validity of the 
8t-c«nt city gnto rate presscribed 
by the commission is one con- 
clusively established as a matter 
of law," tho appellate court said, 
"and (2) factually from so over- 
whelming a weight and preponder- 
ance of tho evidence as to require 
& reversal In the interest of jus- 
tice." 
The opinion was written by As- 
sociate Justice M. B. Blair. 
October 14, 1932, the railroad 
commission 
launched an eight- 
months 
Investigation 
to deter- 
mine whether the 40-cent gate 
rate of tho Lone Star Company 
was reasonable. The reduction to 
32 cents was ordered in Septem- 
ber, 1933, and litigation 
started 
shortly thereafter. 
Decides Riito Unjust. 
A jury in district court here de- 
cided the 32-cent rate was unjust 
and unreasonable, and the state 
appealed to the Austin civil ap- 
peals tribunal. The appelata court 
held for the state and the state 
supreme court refused to set the 
opinion aside. 
The Lone Star sells to distribut- 
ing companies In Dallas, Fort 
Worth, Waco, Sherman, Denlcon, 
Denton, 
Wichita Falls, Abilene, 
Sweetwater,

ly scattered Texas cities. Railroad 
commission officials estimated re- 
duction of the gate rate would 
mean a saving of around $1,400,- 
400 per year fo 200,000 gas consum- 
ing families In those cities.

Pox, with Its complications of 
sorehead and cankers, Is one of 
the oldest and most widely recog- 
nized diseases of poultry. 
The 
dry form of pox attacks the skin 
of the comb, face, nose, wattles, 
and sometimes the 
feet. 
Tho 
small red pimple which Is noticed 
at first, gradually grows to reach 
Its largest size In about 12 days. 
The scnb has prongs extending 
down Into the skin and If pulled 
off 
will bleed. 
Healing takes 
place In from three to six weeks. 
After the scabs fall off, white 
scars remain for several days. 
Wet pox or canker attacks the 
lining of the mouth, pharnyx and 
upper end of the windpipe. 
It 
may also attack the trachea, air 
lacks and Intestinal tract Tho 
cankers vary In alza, are covered 
with a cheesy material and have 
prongs that extend deeply Into 
membranes, adhere firmly and 
bleed when removed. 
When Indications of pox are 
noticed, vaccinate at once to Im- 
munize the birds before losses oc- 
cur. The nick .birds should be re- 
moved and placed In a warm, well 
ventilated house. Treat each bird 
Individually. Kill, bury or burn all 
girds too far gone for treatment. 
Miss Rettlger continued by say- 
ing that these diseases can bo 
easily prevented by vaccination. 
Tho best tlmo to vaccinate Is 
when the chicks are from six to 
12 weeks old. Tho vaccination 
should be done In dry, warm 


weather. May, June and July are 
Ideal months.

Such 
things as Improper feeding, poor 
housing, mites, 
lice,

worms, or lack of abundant shade 
and water may keep good hens 
from being good producers. 


The first step In selecting good 


layers Is to be able to tell the 
hens that are laying from those 
that are out of production. The 
comb and wattles of the laying 
hen will be bright red, large, full 
and waxy. 
The eyes will be 


bright and of deep color which 
gives her an alert appearance.

producer, or 
cull, 


usually has a long slender, snake- 
like head, dull, sunken eyei and 
coarse, meaty face. 


There are two ways to judge

skinned pullet start 10 lay aha 
has stored up In her body a sup- 
ply of yellow pigment 
This can 


be easily seen In the beak, the 
eye ring, the ear lobe, and the 
shanks and toe; second, the molt. 
As long aa a hen la laying aha 
usually maintains her feathen, 
but when she stops laying in the 
summer she nearly always begins 
to molt. A high production hen 
molts late and finishes quickly. 


The high producer Is nearly 


always active and vigorous, flrat 
off the roost In the r ornlnj, and 
the last on the roost at night. 
She Is easy to handle. The poor 
layer Is flighty and nervous. Cull 
the hens tthat are 
persistently 
broody.

NO IMMEDIATE RETIREMENT FOR 
CHIEF JUSTICE HUGHES HE SAYS 
ON SEVENTY-SEVENTH BIRTHDAY 


WASHINGON, April 
11.—<JP>— 
Chief Justice Charles Evans Hugh- 
es said today on his 77th birthday 
anniversary that he expects to 
continue his work as presiding 
officer of the supreme court. 
He made tho statement through 
his secretary, adding that he was 
happy to be able to resume his 
duties after an attack of grippe. 
The chief justice, who sas pre- 
sided over the court during one 
of the most turbulent periods in 
Its history, became 111 March 4. 
He expects to return to the 
bench when the court reassembles 
Monday after a two-weeks' recess. 
This was tho first time he had 
missed a day from work because 
of illness since his appointment by 
President Hoover in 1930 to suc- 
ceed Chief Justice William How- 
ard Taft. 
Birthday anniversaries 
always 
are disregarded as war as possible 
by Mr. Hughes. 
His philosophy on the subject of 
age was given In a birthday state- 
ment three years ago when he 
said; 


"I'm going along without refer- 
ence to the calendar." 
Mr. Hughes although exceeded 
in age only by Justice James C. 
McReynolds, who Is two months 
older, continues to set the work- 
ing pace for the court members. 
During the term that began last 
October the chief justice has writ- 
ton 18 opinions, compared with 16 
for Justice Stone, 14 for Justice 
Roberts, 13 for Justice Black, and 
12 for Justice McReynolds. 
Mr. Hughes has not dissented 
once during the present term or 
the 1037-38 term. This means ho 
was on the winning side in every 
case decided. 
During tho crucial period cover- 
Ing ths court test of most of the 
New Deal litigation, Chief Justice 
Hughes voted In favor of adminis- 
tration legislation 18 times and 
against it nine times. Tho only 
public part he took In the con- 
gressional battle over the Roose- 
velt court bill was a letter that 
"an Increase In tho number" of 
Justices x x x would not promote 
the efficiency of the court." 


RICHARD WHITNEY, SCION OF

The one-time head of the New 
York stock exchange whose bro- 
kerage house went to the wall in a 
spectacular collapse in March, 1938, 
went quietly about his duties as 
clerk in the chief keeper's office. 
Prison officials described him as 
healthy, cheerful and 16 pounds 
heavier than when ho was admit- 
ted. 


•Whitney, Convict 94835, wen sen- 
tenced to from five to 10 years in 
prison for grand larceny after he 
pleaded guilty to stealing funds 
entrusted to him by the New York 
Yacht Club and members of his 


family. His minimum term, under 
the probation laws is three years 
and four months. 
Fellow-prisoners who were In- 
clined to regard him as a visiting 
celebrity at first now take him 
for granted. Guards reported that 
his relations with other convicts 
were cordial and that he was hav- 
ing "no trouble." 
Whitey's job at the moment is 
to keep the tally count on prisoners 
five times a day, an important job 
in prison administration. 
Whitney has had few visitors 
during the year ho has been here. 
Several lawyers visited him from 
time to time when he first came. 
His brother, George, a A. P. Mor- 
gan partner, has visited him twice. 
His wife has been a visitor al- 
most every week.

Yates was born

[aw, Castlo said' It was unneces- 
sary for the United States to be 
drawn Into any conflict In Europe 
and contentions she would be were 
"merely war propaganda." 


"That the question of democracy 


Is not Involved U shown by the 
fact Germany appears most likely 
to attack Russia In order to be 
able to draw on tho natural re- 
sources of the Ukraine for food," 
Castle said, "and Russia IB as much 
dictatorship as Germany." 
Castle criticized the present neu- 
trality law by giving the president 
authority to make decisions "be- 
hind those normally provided by 
tho constitution." 


Six women's organizations also 
expressed their collective view on 
neutrality legislation. They appeal- 
ed to conEross today that tho "al- 
most terrifying power" of tho Unit-

TEXAS DISTRICT COURT 


THIRTY-EIGHT YEARS 


SANTA MONICA, Calif,, April 


11—<#)—Edward Roscoe Meek, 73. 
who served 38 years as federal 
judg as Dallas, Texas, died here 
yesterday. 


He had been living in California 


since retirement 
in December, 


1930, on account of 111 health. 


When President William McKln- 


ley 
appointed 
Meek 
a 
federal 


Judge he was barely 32, the young- 
est man ever appointed to a fed- 
eral bench. When ho retired ho 
was the oldest federal Judge, from 
point of service, In the country. 


One of the youngest men ever 


appointed to a federal judgeship, 
E. R. Peek lived to be among the 
oldest United States judges in ser- 
vice. 


He was placed on the bench of 


the Northern District of Texas 
by President McKinlcy In 1898, 
when 32 years old, and was activo 
In the office more than 32 years. 


Born at Davenport, Iowa, Dec. 


23, 1865, he was educated at the 
University of Iowa, 
Before grad- 


uation, Meek thought seriously of 
becoming a'minister. On leaving 
the university, however, he went 
to California where he had been 
bequeathed an interest in a wheat 
farm. He supervised the product- 
Ion of one crop on shares and 
during that year read law, having 
taken 
the first-year 
course 
at 


Iowa, where a friend.at the law 
school supplied him with the texts. 


So well did he learn the texts 


that he wns able to return to th« 
university the next year and Join 
the second year class. 


A brother, who was vice presi- 


dent and general manager of tho 
Fort Worth & Denver City Rail- 
way, suggested that Meek move 
to Texas and practice law. Later 
at Fort Worth he became general 
attorney for the railroad and, In 
that capacity, took promident part 
In law suits along the road in 
West Texas and the 
Panhandle. 


While a practicing attorney an 
Fort Worth he was named on the 
federal bench. 


Judge Meek married Miss Eliz- 


abeth Markson at Des Molnes, 
Iowa. Her father was owner of 
the Iowa State Register, a leading 
Republican 
newspaper- 
at

time. 
Three sons were born to 
Judge and Mrs. Meek.
